In annexing the subdivision the 
Village acquired a waterworks /sys- 
tem consisting of 14,500 lineal feet 
of 8 and 6-inch cast iron mains in- 
cluding fire hydrants and valves, 
which serve over 888 parcels of pro- 
perty. ,■-.. \ " - . - 
' Antioch at present has 57S water 
users. When the 585 properties in 
Oakwood Knolls are fully develop- 
ed, revenues of the water arid sewer 
department will be doubled. > i 
\Other improvements in the sub- 
division include 13,700 feet of black- 
topped streets and a storm sewer 
system. All these facilities were pro-' 
vlded by the subdividers at no cost 
to the Village; o J 

Considering the sources of revenue 
to be derived from Oakwood Knolls/ 
which include taxes, water and 
sewer revenue, perhaps 'sales tax 
and motor fuel tax receipts, the: 
financial advantage thus far is in 
favor of the Village. Yet Oakwood 
Knolls will still pay for. its own 
sewers in the. form of a connection 
charge or tap-on fee for each con- 
nection to the sewer mains. This 
means the property owner pays for 
his equivalent share of the cost of 
the sewer just as if a special assess- 
ment was spread. 

As mentioned, revenue bonds are 
paid from connection charges as 
well as water and sewer bills. Bonds 
issued to pay for sewers in Oak- 
wood Knolls, to be repaid over 30 
years, represent no additional cost 
to Antioch residents. The subdivi- 
sion as it develops and pays con- 
nection charges will produce the 
revenues necessary to retire the 
bonds. 

The combination of connection 
charges and water and sewer charg- 
es from a fully developed area over 
a 30-year period will exceed the 
cost of installing sewers. For ex- 
ample, if the area is eventually 80 
per cent improved, 500 users paying, 
an average bill of $40 per year for 
water and sewer service will aggre- 
gate $20,000 per year, or $600,000 
over a 30-year period. Added to this 
will be approximately $150,000 to 
$200,000 to be collected in connect- 
ion charges to compensate for the 
$160,000 cost of installing sewers. 

In next week's issue, the News 
will outline the new water and 
sewer rates now under study by the 
Village Board. Rates in Antioch 
have been among lowest in the 
County. The new rates are designed 
to support the operations of an ex- 
panded system, and take into ac- 
count future growth of the Village. 
They will compare favorably with 
those of other Lake County com- 
munities.
